New YoOrE, Sept. 15.—The morning opened 


ge Dright and frosty and New York is enjoying 


just the kind of weather to prevent any 
spread ofcholera. The few cases which have 


appeared here and which were concealed by. 


the Board of Health have in no way a@iarmed 
the authorities or the citizens. People here 
have become educated up to the point of hav- 


‘ing little or no fear of the formerly much 


dreaded visitor. The repeated publication 
of rules to be observed when cholera’ 
appears and the long discussions which have 
taken place in the newspapers on the subject, 
joined tothe presence of cholera in the bay 
for weeks past has made the average citizen 
feel perfectly confident that there is no dan- 
ger of any large mortality from cholera here. 
The city is in too healthy a condition, it Is 
argued, and the people are too intelligent to 
allow any serioug visitation of cholera to 
take place. However, this will not prevent 
the authorities and the public in general 
from redoubling their efforts to prove that 
an ounce of prevention is worfh a pound of 
cure. . 

While the front door of New York was s0 
carefully locked and so jealously guarded 
against the dreaded visitor, whiie shiploads 
of passengers were held prisoners down the 
bay or driven to and fro from one spot of 
misery to another, the cholera slipped in, 
disguised in the clothing of health, But the 
Health Department, long prepared for such 

-@ Visitation, has avast, organized, compe- 
tent machine ready to stamp it out wherever 
it appears. 


TRACING THE ORIGIN. 
In each instance the neighborhood of every 
case reported as suspicious, the house in 
which the disease has made its appearance 
known, and all the inmates of the house 
have been subjected to a systematic observa- 
tion *inspection and unremitting care. 
Emigrant passengers on the steamer Fries- 
land, which arrived here on Aug. 28, seem 
to have brought the disease to little Minnie 
Livinger, who died on Sept. 1l. They are 
traced back to Antwerp, which they reached 
from other cities of Europe, no doubt 
infected with cholera. When they reached 
Quarantine there was reported illness on 
board, and after a few hours detention and 
go-callea fumigation, they were permitted to 
proceed. 
From the steamship plier the passengers 
scattered overthe city andthe country. Four 
young women of the company went to No. 411 
East Forty-sixth street, where little Minnie 
lived. There is reason to believe the infec- 
tion was in their clothing; tnat they inno- 
cently carried it about with them, = @é6s- 
caping its dangers themselves, and that from 
their clothing the child got the disease. 
In the case of Callahan & plausible connec- 
tion seems to be established between himand 
immigrants who, arriving in the city by 
trans-Atlantic steamers, Went south by the 
Mallory ‘ine, to whose \pier Callahan was 
often taken by his business. He was @a 
‘butcher. | 
In the other instances the relatives and 
‘physicians have not been’able to suggest the 
precise method of the infection, but it seems 
‘pot unlikely that it came about in a similar 
way. 
3 EVERY PRECAUTION TAKEN. 

Dr. Edson was besieged by an army of 
newsgatherers to get his views on the cause 
of the unexpected outbreak in thecity. He 


made this statement: There are, so faras |} 


the Health officials are now informed, no 
“ guspected cholera cases in the city. The 
body of Charlotte Beck is now being exam- 
ined by the bacterlologists and the result will 
be made publicas soon asthe department 
receives the report. Ido not believe there 
will be an epidemic of Asiatic cholera 
in New York, but from now on there 
will be occasional cases for possibly sixty 
days, untilthe plague is stamped out. The 
cold weather will then be here, and that will 
be of material assistance in eradicating 
the cholera  gernis. I believe that 
in sixty days we shall have the 
disease wnder perfect control, even if 
it becomes epidemic. Weare now trying to 


trace its origin, and we/ hope to be able in 


twenty-four hours to say at least where some 
of the victims got the disease. As far as we 
know there are between 200 and 300 persons 
at present in danger of infection. 
where they are, and we have them visited 
twice a day by physicians. The houses 
where the deaths occurred are quarantined to 
the extent that the tenants are not permitted 
toleave the city. We have possession of 
the bodies of the dead, and where their rel- 
atives object tocremation the body is sealed 
inaleaden box, putin a coffin ane buried 
under the supervision of an inspector from 
the Health’ Department. We shall keep up 
the inspection of those open to risk of infec- 
tion for the full period of incubation of chol- 
era—that is, seven days—and probably even 
after that. We have inspectors in the neigh- 
borhood of the houses where the deaths oc- 
curred looking for cases of diarrh@a, whicn 
will bg immediately reported.’’

FIVE HUNDRED IMMIGRANTS ABOARD, 

The Hamburg-America steamship Bohemia, 
Capt. Schroeder, reported to have been 
sighted by the Trave yesterday will undoubt- 
edjy reach port this afternoon. S8she left 
Hamburg on Sept. 8, having on board 
over 500 immigrants, mainly Russian: and 
Polish Jews, and there is great fear that 
cholera has broken out among them, The 
Bohemia is not one of the first-class steam- 
ships ofthe line. She isa vessel of 2,216 tons 
and is of the same class as.the Moravia ofthe 
same line, which is now at Quarantine. She 
usually Carries a small number of cabin pas- 
sengers. 

Gen, O’Brien of the Ellis Island depot is 
organizing a corps of waitresses to go to 
Camp Low, Sandy Hook, to take care of 
the immigrants placed there for ob- 
servation. He expects to complete the 
quota to-morrow. There are a large 
number of applicants and preference Is given 
to those who have had experience with con- 
taglous diseases. Among those selected is 
Miss Maggie Ferrington, who has been house- 
keeper for Richard Mansfield, the actor, for 
the pastten years. Shesays she cares noth- 
ing forthe pay, but feels she has a mission 
to gO among the stricken.

CORNER IN DISINFECTANTS. 

All chemical compounds which are sup- 

sed to pe preventives of contagious or 
epidemic diseases, and especially of cholera, 
have advanced tn price this week, and they 
are expected to reach still higher figures. 
Thisis especially true of chloride of lime, 
which is the chief disinfectant in use. 

Wholesale dealers who a short timeago 
paid importers 2.15 cents for chloride of lime 
now pay 34 cents, which is an advance of 
more than 50 percent. The wholesale deal- 
ers sell to fhe retailers at anadvance of 
about 75 per cent, and the retailers have 
raised their prices,\to the public nearly 109 
per cent. \ 

It is easy to contro} the price of this article 
which has suddenly become so important to 
the American public. All the chloride of 
lime used in this country is imported,coming 
from England. Inordinary years the impor- 
tations amount to about 10,000,000 pounds, 
which total may be indefinitely increased 
through the alarm caused by cholera. 

Formerly there werea great many estab- 
lis'i:ments in England which supplied chloride 
oflime, Lately they were all consolidated 
into the United Alkall Co. and nowa single 
English corporation controls the entire chio- 
ride of ime output. Having nocompetition 
it can regulate the price as it pleases. 

Next to chloride of time, carbolic acidand 
copperas are the most important ingredients 
usedas disinfectants. These also have ad- 
vanced in price, though notinthe same ex- 
tentas chloride of lime. Copperas is pro- 
duced in this country and is about 80 per cent 
higher than it wasafew weeks ago. The 
wholesale price before the advance was 
about 2 cents per pound. Carbolic acid, 
which is a better disinfecting agent than cop- 
peras, is imported, coming largely from Ger- 
inany. Its wholesale price, which is about 
75 cents a gallon, has advanced 25 or 80 per 
cent. There wasafurther rise in the price 
yesterday, but its extent will notbe an- 
nounced to the dealers untill to-day. 

Corrosive sublimate, a deadly poison, has 
also been recommended as an ingredient for 
disinfecting purposes. As it must. be used in 
such small quantities. owing to its powerful 
character, the price has not yet been much 
affected, though there has been a slight in- 
crease. . 

There was talk ofa concerted plan meet 
the wifdlesaie dealers to raise the price of al 
compounds or chemicals used in counteract: 
ing cholera. 


FOUR CASES ON THE SCANDIA, 


THE PEST 18 NOT YET STAMPED OUT ON THE 
SHIPS AT QUARANTINE. 

QUARANTINE, 8. I., Sept. 15.—At3p. m. itis 
reported that there are four new cases of 
cholera on the Scandia, and that one child on 
the Wyoming is suffering from what is 
thought to be cholera. The remainder of the 
fleet was in gooa condition up to that hour, 

It will be remembered that the Scandia was 
the last pest ship to come into this harbor 
oxcept the oil tank Heligoland, which arrived 
yesterday. The Scandia had the largest 
death roll of any vessel that has reached 
here. 


AT QUARANTINE, 


ARRIVAL OF STEAMERS FROM EUROPEAN PORTS 
-~ON THE ISLANDS. 


QUARANTINE, 8. I., Sept. 15.—There arrived 
this morning the stea:iners Croft from Dun- 
dee, Cludad Condal from Havana. The Con- 
dal had only one passenger, as the passen- 
gers for this vessel declined to sail, fearing 
the quarantine of twenty days on arrival in 


New York. 

The North German Lloyd steameg Trave 
from Bremen and Southampton dropped 
anchor in quarantine at 8:45a,m., awaiting 
the health officers’ visit. She will probably 
land this afternoon, or at the latest to-mior- 
row morning. The State of Nevada from 


Glasgow, which arrived yesterday, was also 
visited this morning. Allon board are well. 
Dr. Jenkins did not return from New York 
until very early this morning. Uptothe 
present he had not been seen by any one to 
obtain news of his doings in New York.

The ships, after being thoroughly fumigated, 
will be supplied with coal and sent back to 
Hamburg In ballast. 


FIRE ISLAND. 


DRAWING THE LINE’ BETWEEN FIRST AND SEC- 
. OND-CLASS PASSENGERS. 

FIRE ISLAND, N. Y., Sept. 15.—The monot- 
ony enforced upon the unfortunate passen- 
gers at Fire Island was relieved by an excit- 
ing row in the Surf Hotel dining-room. 
Owing to the lack of yeast thesupply of breaa 
ran out before all had been 
served, Mr. Marks, a second-class 
passenger, with his wife and two 
children were among those who did not get 
any bread. Mr. Marks was furious and lost 
no time in complaining to Mr. Wall, declar- 
ing he had been mistreated. Mr. Wall ac. 
companied himto the dining room, where 
the angry Marks gotinto a wrangie with a 
Mr. Cooney resulting in a general row in 
which allthe waiters took a hand. Marks 
seized a chair and threatened to smash any 
ohe whoapproached him, Cooney drew a 
revolver, which caused a retreat in all direc- 
tions, and the riot was at an end, 

The Normannia passengers had a narrow 
esape fromthe storm, The last of the 497 
passengers had scarcely landed when a gale 
swept over the sea with terrible force. An 
old seaman said the Cepheus, which brought 
the passengers ashore, would not have lasted 
fifteen minutes in such a_i sea. The 
Passengers’ Committee consisting of 
Senator McPherson, A. is Palmer, 
Capt. R.@M. Thompson and L. P. Godkin, 
held a meeting after which they decided to 
sendaletter of thanks to Mrs. W. Bayard 
Cutting for her offerof the floating hotel, 
containing fifty rooms, for the use of the la- 
dies, which had been accepted by Mr. P. T. 
Wall, and for presents of ladies’ and chil- 
dren’s underclothing. 

A congratulatory telegram was sent to Gov, 
Flower for his action in the recent emer- 
gency. 

The second-cabin passengers entered a vig- 
orous protest against their being restricted 
to one end of the hotel piazza. An imaginary 
line had been drawn to separate the second- 
Class from the first-class passengers soon 
after their arrival yesterday. A deputation 
waited upon Dr. Voight and after entering 
their protest asked that the line be removed 
and the restriction taken off. 

To this Dr. Voight consented, but he de- 
clined to allow them tohave their meals at 
the same hour. Drs. Stewart and Freeman 
made early rounds among the passengers 
and found that withthe exception ofa few 
cases Of colds and nervous prostration 
among the women and children the general 
health was good. Just after supper Dr. 
Voight received a telegram from Dr. Jenkins 
directing him to examine all the detained 
passengers of the Normannia. This fact, 
taken in connection with a message from 
quarantine saying thatthe embargo would 
soon be removed, was interpreted to mean 
that the imprisonment was at an end. 

At ll o’clock this morning the steanser Rip- 
ple arrived from Babyion with six customs 
officers and Company H of the Thirteenth 
Regiment. The passengers are making their 
declarations and their baggage is being ex- 
amined. Acommittee of the passengers have 
announced that they prefer that the transter 
should be made by boat instead of by train, 
and it has been decided that this course 
Shall be adopted. 

TO BURN THE WHARF. 

BABYLON, L. I., Sept. 15.—Sheriff Darling 
at2o’clock this morning awoxe Capt. G, F. 
Cochran, in command ofa detachment of 
100 men of the Thirteenth Regiment left here 
by Col, Austin, and informed him that there 
wasareport afloat that the bay men were 
preparing to burn the wharf in front 
of the hotel at Fire Island. Capt. Cochran at 
once had his men turn out with the intention 
of proceeding with them to Fire Island as 
soon as possible. At daylight, however, 
there wasno sign ofa mob and the Fire Is- 
land wharf had not been injured. 

Capt. Cochran and his men have gone over 
to Fire Island, and will remain until further 
orders have been received from Gov. Flower. 
A party of New York physicians accompa- 
nied the soldiers. Capt. Cochran and his 
men will guard the docks. 


GUARDING PORTS. 

LonG ISLAND City, L. I., Sept. 15.—In com- 
pliance withthe orderof Gov. Flower, 
Sheriff James Norton of Queens County this 
morning swore in a posse of deputy sheriffs 
to guard the ports in Queens County where 


the steamer Ripple may have occasion to 
landin conveying passengers toand from 
Fire Island. 


TO BE RELEASED TO-MORROW. 
QUARANTINE, 8S. I., Sept. 15.—Dr. Jenkins 
says the passengers of the Normannia will not 
be released from Fire Island until to-morrow, 
by their request, as they prefer to wait until 


then and be transferred tothe city by boat. 
The Cepheus left the upper quarantine 
boarding station shortly before noon for Fire 
Island to take the baggage of the Norman- 
nia’s passengers who are quartered there. 
She wiil return with the passengers to-mor- 
row morning.

The camp really is 
ready for occupancy and Gen. Hamilton 
would so reportto Secretary Foster but for 
the fact that the arrival of subjects to-night 
would create a stampede of the workmen yet 
engaged.

TO PROTECT CHICAGO. 


RAILWAY PASSENGERS FROM THE EAST MUST 
HAVE CLEAN BILLS OF HEALTH. 

CuricaGco, Ill., Sept. 15.—The railway com- 
panies have notified the Chicago Health De- 
partment that no foreign passengers will be 
accepted at New York and other Eastern 
points unless each one bears a Dill of 
health. What to do: with passengers 
now on the road wasthe question that con- 
fronted the department to-day. To guard 
this city and points west of here the Chicago 
authorities have decided to quarantine all 
passengers from infected ships who do not 
bear the certificate. Baggage that does 
not bear a certificate of inspection will 
be seized and taken toa fumigating station. 
After disinfection and detention during the 
incubation period passengers and baggage 
will be sent on from here with clean bills of 
health dated from Chicago. 


Chief Sanitary Inspector Hayt, who has | 


charge ofthe city regulations, said to-day: 
‘*If it becomes necessary we shall declarea 
quarantine against New York. We don’t 
wantto detain our own people, however, 
unlessthe safety of thecity demands. Be- 
fore such action is taken this department 
will confer withthe State Board. Weare 
working in harmony... Dr. Reilly is an active 
man and not slow to make up his 
mind. If he thinks a quarantine 
is necessary the Health Commissioner 
will be consulted anda special meeting of 
the Council called. The proclamation can 
be made only by the Health Commissioner, 
by and with the consent of the City Council. 

Mr. Hayt thinks the cholera gained a foot- 
hold in New York through no negligence 
of the health officers. The passengers 


come in on a steamer that was declared to be 
free from cholera germs and the chief iIn- 
spector thinks the quarantine officers could 
not have detected the disea se. 

‘*Did any of the passengers from the same 
steamer come to Chicago?’’ he was asked. 

‘*Very likely they passed through here. I 
think I remember the name of the steamer. 
There is little danger, however. The period 
of incubation Is short.’’ 

Mr. Frank Rellly, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health and Healih Commissioner 
Ware had a lengthy conference to-day re- 
lative to precautionary measures to 
be taken against the introduction 
of cholera, After comparing notes the 
two officials decided that all that 
medical skill could do to guard against the 
scourge had been done. Constant vigilance 
will be the watchword. The authorities are 
now proceeding on the theory that inall 
probability the cholera will reach Chicago. 
‘*‘We can only judge from past ex- 
perience how the disease will spread,’’ 
said Dr. Reilly, ‘‘but the chances are we will 
have some cases here. I certainly do not 
believe it will become epidemic.’’ 

If a case breaks out here the patient will be 
immediately removed to the Municipal 
Hospital, near the Bridewell. There 
300- beds are ready for the reception of 
patients. Three Sisters of Mercy 
have charge of the hospital. The present 
inspection of immigrant trains will be Kept 
up and inspectors will be sent 100 miles be- 
yond the State’ lineinto Indiana to board in- 
coming immigrant trains. If a case is found 
aboard the train, it will be put in charge of 
a deputy sheriff and sent direct to the State 
refuge camp already established by the State 
Board of Health. This refuge camp 
was selected in secret and is an 
isolated spgt beyond the State line. It 
is half a mile square and 500 tents forthe ac- 
commodation of the patients are already on 
the ground. The property is connected bya 
branch road with every Eastern railroad line 
entering Chicago. After the infected eml- 
grant train has been side-tracked the diseased 
persons or persons wilil be at -once 
taken toa tent and isolated. The balance of 
the emigrants will then be put in tents ina 
remote section of the camp and Kept there 
for seven days.

BESIEGING QUEBEC. 


A PEST SHIP WITH SIX FATAL CHOLERA CASES 
NEARING THE CITY. 3 

QUEBEC, Sept. 15.—Following immediately 
upon the heels of the alarming reports from 
New York of five deaths in the city from 
Asiatic cholera comes a report that the 
steamer Lake Huron, now on her way up the 
riverand which passed Father Point at 4 
o’clock this morning, has Asiaticjcholera on 
board, and that six deaths have occurred 
during the voyage. 

The Lake Huron has not yet reached quar- 
antine, and until she does no confirmation or 
denial of the report can be 
expected. Meantime great distress is 
reported to-day from quarantineamongst the 
steamship passengers now detained there. 
The rain came down in torrents to-day, and 
there is no accommodation for passengers 
save that offered by ola open wooden sheds, 
without beds or turniture, kitchens or tables 
to eat trom, towels or bed linen, and where 
allkinds of people of both sexes must live 


and sleep together. 

The Lake Huron later in the day arrived at 
Grosse Isle quarantine, Shereported that 
during the passage several deaths of children 
occurred, but from what cause was not 
stated. Itis, however, denied by quarantine 
officials that any cholera cases exist on board 
the ship. acy 

SUSPECTS GOING TO CHICAGO. 

SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich,., Sept. 15.—The 
steam barge John B. Lyon, ore Maden from 
Ashland to Chicago, arrived heré yesterday 
morning but could not clear until 
ten hours later, owing to a sick crew. 
The captain reported he had  “*{five 
sick men aboard, whose symptoms 


looked like cholera and small-pox. He 
wanted to land the men here but the health 
authorities refused his request. A locai phy- 
siclan who was summoned to examine the 
men said two of them had symptoms of chol- 
era but he did not have time to make a thor- 
ough diagnosis.

Lonpvpown, Sept. 15.—Six stowaways from a 
cholera infected street in Antwerp were 
landed yesterday at Dover fromthe steamer 
Apollo, bound for New York. No op- 
position to their landing was made 
at Dover and the stowaways subsequenty 
started for London. The local Government 
Board, however, had been notified by tele- 
graph of the facts, and whenthe stowaways 
arrived at Canterbury they were stopped 
and placed in quarantine. A protest has 
been sent tothe health authorities at Dover 
against their endangering the health of the 
whole country through their supineness and 
indifference.

WHAT THE STATE WILL DO 


Gov. Francis Interviewed on the Cholera 
Situation. 


JEFFERSON CITY,,,.ddeep'Sept. 15.—Your cor- 
respondent to-day interviewed Gov. Francis 
as to the power of the State Board of Health 
inthe matter of quarantining against chol- 
era, and in reply he said: | 

‘*Yes, the State Board of Health has 
the right to establish quarantine reg- 


ulations against any infected city or 
district, as will be seen by sec. 5420, revised 
Statutes of 1889, which is as follows: 

Section 5,420 reads as-follows. 

Whenever the State Board of Health shall be gatis- | 
fied that any malignant,contagious orinfectious dis- 
ease exists in any city, district or part of the country 
to such an extent asto endanger the lives 
of the inhabitants of any partef the State of Mis- 
souri having direct communication with such in- 
fested city, district or part of the country, 
said board shall have the wer, 
by A majority vote, to establieh 
querantine regulations against such infected city or 

istrict, and may determine and regulate to what ex- 
tent and by whom communication or 
business transaction with such infected 
city or district may be had, and estabiish such rules 
and regulations as may be deemed necessar 
to prevent the introduction and sprea 
of such disease; and said oard 
is hereby emnowered tocalhupon any Executive of- 
ficer of the State to enforce such rules and regula- 
tions, and it shall be the duty of all public officers, 
sheriffs and constables, and other executive ofticers 
of the State to assistthe State Board of Health 
to carry out the provisions of this chapter. 

**You will observe that it is made the duty 
of every executive officer qf the State 
to enforce these quarantine reguiations when 
established and promulgated by the State 


Board of Health. No appropsiation has been 
made to provide for the enforcement of 
quarantine regulations. The State Board of 
Health has held several meetings within the 
past few weeks for the purpose of conferrin 

as to what steps should be taken to preven 

the spread of cholera in Missouri. 
Suggestions have been made by the State 
Board to municipal authorities and to the 
local boards of health as the statutes pro- 
vide, fully pointing out the course to be 
followed to guard against the spread of 
cholera. Ata joint meeting of the Missouri 
and Kansas State Boards of Health, held 
at Kansas City on Saturday last? a resolution 
was passed requesting that the secretaries 
and members of the Executive Committees 
of the Boards of Health of those States be ap- 
pointed to tem porary uty as 
inspectors in the United States 
Marine Hospital service. That action 
was communicated immediately to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, but as yet no reply 
has been recieved thereto, Dr. Atkinson, 
Secretary of the Missourl state Board, ap- 
pears to have been in conference with the 
State Boards of Health of Illinois, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Michigan, Kentucky 
and Ohio at Chicago on yesterday. 
Rules were adopted there to regulate the ad- 
mission of immigrants to the respective 
“tates, and those rules will be enforced to 
the extent possible. 

**As long as cholera remained outside of the 
country no fear was entertained of 
its spread throughout the interior, but 
now that it has appeared in New York 
City, @very precaution will be adopted to 
prevent its introduction into Missouri. I do 
not think there is any cause for alarm, but 
no effort will be spared to protect our people 
from its ravages. I am in communica- 
tion with the State Board of 
Health, and have by wire called a 
meeting of the board for to-morrow in Jef- 
ferson City. Should like‘ for the above sec- 
tion of the statutes to be gtven as wide circu- 
lation as possible in order that ‘all public 
officers, Sheriffs and Constables, and other 
executive officers of the State’ may under- 
stand that it is thelr duty to see thatthe 
regulations of the State Board of Health are 
observed and enforced.’’

Homestead Mille Crippled by Desertions 
of Workmen. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., Sept. 15.—The Advisory 
Board issues a statement this morning, in 
which it asserts that developments during 
the present week have proven exceedingly 
favorable to the union side and that the firm 
is almost blocked so far as the operation of 
the plantis concerned. The statements in 
part says: . 

**Yesterday fifty-five of the best workmen 
quit, and wehave evidence from three of 
them that since last Saturday the desertions 
have aggregated 600.

Cows Taken by Dairymen to a Secluded 
Spot to Prevent the Inspectors From 
Finding Out That the Animals Were 

-‘Diseased—Meat Inspector Finn Inter- 
viewed on the Situation. 


Texas fever or some other equally fatal 
malady has attacked cattle in the West 
End, and in the~- past threé days nine 
Cattle have succumbed to the dis- 
ease and two more are dying. 
This spread of a fatal disease has been known 
to the Health Department since Monday, but 
up to noon to-day nothing has been done to 
puta stopto the disease or to investigate 
the cause of it. 

The plague spot ison Vandeventer avenue 
and the Lindell boulevard. There is a large 
Vacant lot on Vandeventer avenue, 
Tupniig for several blocks west on 
the north side of Lindell. It is 
overgrown with tall weeds and high grasses, 
and is used by people in the neighborhood 
who own cows as a pasture, Last 
Sunday morning five cows were 
seen to enter the west end of 
the lot and commence grazingthere. The 
Griver or boy accompanied the cows, 
and the cp that they were strange 
cows attracted. -attention to them. 
They appeared to be healthy cattle 
but Monday morning one was found dead 
near the road half hidden in the weeds. One 
ofthe boys who drives cows to the pasture 
every day saw thecow and notified a police- 
man, as the odor given off by the dead an!t- 
mal, though hardly six hours dead, was 
frightful. The boy also stated at the time 
that he believed the other cows in the 

were going to dic as they were 
driveling at the mouth and were hardly able 
tostandup. Duringthe day three more of 
the strange cases dropped down in the weeds 
and died. . 
DISCOVERED RY THE STENCH. 

The weeds alloverthis lot are very high

shade or ; these weeds. when about 
to die, and were not discovered uniil Tues- 
Gay by the overpowering stench, Tuesday 
the cows which were usually pastured in 
the lot became sick and died before Wednes- 
day morning in the weeds or in the 
Stables: of their owners as. soon as 
they were driven home. Not until 
four of the cows had died, was there any 
alarm feit. Officer Donegan, who walks the 
beat, made a report Monday afternoon 
to. the office, saying that several 
cows had died itnithe lot and some were sick. 
‘hat report was forwarded to the Four 
Courts without delay and at once sent 
to the Health Department by the Chief’s 
Secretary Mr. Fred Lucas. On Tuesday evening 
a cow belongingto John B. Largente, who 
occupied a small frame house at the east end 
ofthe loton Vandeventer avenue took sick 
and that nicht 4t died. Mr. Largente isa 
Jancscape gardener and milk agealer. Thecows 
were fine Jersey stock and were in perfect 
health until Tuesday. Yesterday morning 
his second cow took sick andis now dyingin 
his stable, though he is making a great effort 
to save its life. 

Mrs. La®cente was at her home when a re- 
porter calied this morning, and readily toid 
what she knew about the spread of the dlis- 
ease. 

‘*Those cows were sick when they came 
here,’’ she said, agdiI now believe they were 
turned out by a <Cairy keeper, who 
saw they were sick and did not 
want it known that he had thein in his dairy.

Better To-Day, But Not Entirely Out of 
Danger. 

Loon LAKE, N. Y., Sept. 15.—Very slight 
change for the better was noticeable in the 
condition of Mrs. Harrison this morning, 
Dr. Gardner made an examination at 
an early hour and found that there 
had. beén no large accumulation of the 


y watery ma‘ttery in the thoraic cavity and he 
decided that another tapping would not 


be necessary, The fluid sometimes collects 
very rapidiy and it is liable to 
fill the cavity intwo or three hours, To pre- 
vent fatal results from this source requires 
constant watching, and « Dr. Gard- 
ner keeps almost constantly * near 
the room of Mrs. Harrison. Greater danger 
is now threatened from the filling ofthe 


thoracic cavity than from any other 
source. 

Mrs. Harrison passed a restless night, but 
she appeared in better condition this 
morning than she has for the last several 
Her nervous condition has prevented 
her irom sleeping soundly for many months 
and her wakefulness Jast night was, there- 
fore, no excention to the general rule 
of her condition during the time 
set apart forher repose. Dr. Gardner will 
make no prediction astothe probable out- 
come of the Cisease from which his patient is 
suffering. Mrs. Harrison, he says, is inan 
extremely critical condition, and further 
than that he will say nothing. 

Yesterday Dr. Gardner, Dr. Doughty and 
Dr. Treaudeau considered the advisability of 
removing Mrs. Harrison from Loon Lake, but 
they decided that such an attempt would 
probably be attended by fatal results, 

Owing to the weak condition of the patient 
a journey from the Harrison cottage to 
any place on the nearest railroad 
would be extremely difficult. The roads 
are extremely hilly and the water 
route is objectionable for other reasons, 
‘there ts hardly a possibility that Mrs. Harri- 
son will be removed from Loon Lake 
at present unless she becomes stronger 
and better In every way. The doctors 
say, ifimprovement shou!d setin, it will be 
very siow andit seems safe to say that Mrs. 
Harrison will not be ready for removal from 
here for 2a long time.

A PECULIAR LEGAL POINT, 


The Question of Opium Manufacture to 
Be Passed Upon. 


In the Chinese opium cases one or two fine 
law points will. be involved. According to 
the manner in which the law 
has been interpreted, the Government 
officers hold that any preparation of opium in 
this country, previous to 
constitutes the person so preparing the 
drug a manufacturer. It appears 
that a number of Chinamen are in the habit 
of taking the ashes from the best 
grade of opium, recooking them, and 
mixing them with the imported 
article. Fine opium does not lose all its 
strength through one smoking and the re. 
sultant compound is extensively used. This 
is held to be a violation of the law, but 
some maintain that such a construction 
is strained. Those who hold this view ex. 
press the opinion to make such 
a mixture no more constitutes manufacture 
than the mixing of iquors at a bar Makes 
the barkeeper a rectifier. The point will 
probably be fought out when the Case Comes 
up for trial.

fear was entertained that every

TIMELY AND REASSURING COUNSEL. 


One of the best contributions to anti- 
cholera campaign literature and most 
timely in view of the outbreak of cholera 
in New York is the excellent artigle from 
the pen of Edwin Arnold published in 
yesterday’s PostT-DIsPATCH. Sir Edwin 
speaks not asa scientific expert, but as an 
intelligent man who has had large expe- 
rience with cholera and whose keen pow- 
ers of observation, knowledge and judg- 
ment have made this experience of excep- 
tional value. | 

He shows that fear of cholera as a devas- 
tating plague which cannot be avoided is 
the height of folly, because the effects 
of such fear often chol- 
eraic conditions, and because experience 
shows that there are few infectious dis- 
eases which are so easily warded off. Chol- 
era germs must be swallowed to produce 
disease, and Sir Edwin affirms, and ‘the 


produce 


affirmation is supported by scientific eon- 
clusions, that the germs are innocuous in 
the sound organs of a healthy person. In 
short, only the physically unfit are seized 
by the scourge, whereas the physically 
sound may defy it. 

Sir Edwin does not belittle the terrors of 
the disease when it is allowed to gaina’' 
hold upon one, although it can be cured, 
nor does he undervalue precautionary 
measures. The preventive 
suggests have been tried with unvarying 
worst forms of the dis- 


measures he 


success amidst the 
ease, but .are perfectly simple and may 
be easily adopted by all. They includea 
simple diet of wholesome food, clean and 
well cooked, cleanliness as to person and 
surroundings, boiled water and milk and 
care asto health. The slightest tendency 
to bowel troubles sshould be corrected at 
once. Sir Edwin’s precautionary dose 
consists of five drops ef hydrochloric acid 
in his morning tea. 

It is reassuring to learn from one who 
knows by actual observation and ex- 
perience that cholera can be robbed of its 
terrors, that it can be prevented and 
cured. Prevention is the main thing and 
the means of prevention are care and clean- 
liness. The entrance of the plague into 
this country should not cause unreason- 
able fear, but should merely stimulate 
municipal officials and- individuals to 
prompt and vigorous preventive efforts.

The State law provides for the fining and 
imprisonment of any State, county, city, 
town or township officer for various mal- 
feasances, and for being drunk while in 
the discharge of an official duty or for 
being incapacitated by intoxication for the 
discharge of any offigia] duty. It also 
provides that the courts may deprive such 
an offender of his office, ‘‘if there be no 
provision made by law for his removal by 
impeachment.’’ As there is a legal pro- 
vision for the removal of the Mayor and 
City Collector by a two-thirds vote of the 
Council, that body, and not the courts, 
must be held responsible for Collector 
Ziegenhein’s continued violations of law, 
and for the Mayor’s also. The courts can 
fine or imprison them, but cannot remove 
them from office.

As we “approached the steep _ inciine 
we were going very fast. ‘the 
train shot down the hill like 
a rocket, and although the brakes on both 
trailer and motor were applied as tight: as 
human hands could make tiem, the train in- 
creased its spsed. When within six feet of the 
sharp curve at the bottom the motorneer re- 
versed, and not only did the train stop but 
slowly receded back upthe hill, This hill ts 
steeper than Russeliavenue. The curve is 
shorter, and on the day Ispeak of fhé@ track 
was very, very slippery. As I understand 
from your account of the accident, everyone 
knew it was going to happen while still one- 
half block away from the curve. He could 
have reversed when he was two feet 
away from it, and saved the humana 
life which was lost by his thoughtlessness. I 
maintain the motorneer is sole.:y and entirely 
responsible for the accident,and tn the future 
let us have men who lave a little judgment 
and iorethougnt at this post and see that no 
more lives are jeopardized by their inability 
to act at the proper time.

TAKING GOOD CA 


St. Lonis Health Officials Satisfi2d With 
Their Precautions. 
CHECK REPORTS NEEDED FROM THE 
CITIZEN SANITARY INSPECTORS, 


The Board of Health Discussing the S'tu- 
ation This Aiternoon—A Oard of Advice 
tothe People-—Street Department In- 
diffsrence—Delegate Eagan Charges the 
Sanitary Company of Neglect. 


For two weeks the Post-DISPATCH has been 
working to make St. Louis such a clean city 
that the cholera microbe would not find an 
inviting home here, no matter where else it 
went. It asked forreports from eltizens of 
nuisances of any sort that were regarded as 
to health, and by the 
co-operation of the people a vol- 
unteer corps of sanitary inspectors 
was established. Reports came in by 
hundreds of dirty alleys, stagnant pools, dis- 
ease-breeding cellars, slops and garbage 
unremoved, and dead animals left to 
rot in the streets, These reports were 
published on the day they were received, 
andthe original reports were sent to the 
Health Department to be acted on at once by 
its sanitary inspectors, Itissaidthat many 
of the nulsances reported have not been 
abated.Ifthisistruethe Post- DIsPaTCH wants 
to know it. If the citizens who reported 
nulsances which have not received attention 


up to this time wil] senda noteto this office, 
a letter or postal card, the complaint will be 
taken at once tothe Health Department and 
followed through the various chanaels till it 
is discovered where the fault lies. 

Send in your second reports immediately. 

The officers of the Board of Healthin the 
Market street wing of the City Hall are show- 
ing more activity than they have showh for 
alongtime. In the main office Health Com- 
missioner William Brennan and Secretary 
Seward A, Finney are disposing rapidly of a 
great volume of work, which has 
been thrown on them by all the 
city departments whose duties touch the 
Streets. When a Puost-DiIsPpatca reporter 
called to-day the two were discussing the 
meeting of the Board of Health, which is to 
take place this afternoon. 

‘*Willyou make any recommendations to 
the bDoard?’’ was asked of the Commis- 
sioner. 

‘*With regard to the quarantine system and 
sanitary work there is very little to addto 
my former recommendations,’’ he replied. 
**Very likely we will devote a good deal of 
time to discuision of the cholera, as it ap- 
pears now in New York. It is possible that 
we may issue some kind of a card to the peo- 
ple containing advice as to diet and 
habits, while there ig a possibility of 
the disease reaching St. Louis. We have 
hesitated to do this because we thought that 
a formal proclamation of this kind might 
alarm the timid and create the impression 
abroad that althoughSt. Louis had’ no 
cholera, its coming was expected. Many 
would say, you know, that where there was 
somuch smokethere must be some fire. I 
do not think it necessary to issuea cantion- 
ing notice of this kind so longas there is no 
cholera here, and noimmeidiate danger of tt, 
but I think such a thine would do no harm 
if it were issued with the proper kind of in- 
troduction explaining clearly that there is no 
cholera here, and no prospect, so far as we 
can see, of its getting here. Soon the whole, 
ifthe board takes my advice, there will be 
a card issued, informingthe people to adopt 
certain preventive measures.’’ 

THE SANITARY WORK. 

Secretary Finney was asked if the sanitary 
condition of the city was gatisfactary to the 
Department, and said it was, ‘‘Commlis- 
sioner Murphy has charge of the alleys 
which are paved, and he is doting quite well 
in cleaning them and keeping them clean. 
Our sanitary work ig golng on well, and we 
consider the city in very good order. The 
city ig much cieaner and in much better sani- 
tary conditfon generally than it has been for 
months.’’ 

Chief Sanitary Inspector Charles W. Fran- 
cls was Health Commissioner at the time of 
the yellow fever epidemic of ’78, and he un- 
derstands pretty well how much better pre- 
vention ls than cure. ‘*Our inspectors are all 
working well,’’ said he, ‘‘and the streets 
and alleys showing the effect of their inspec- 
tion. Many of them are inexperienced men, 
and are not doing as well as they willina 
few more days, but within this month I be- 
lieve we wiil be able to show a perfectly clean 
city, so faras wecan makeiltso, We want 
the people to co operate wita us, and feal 
that itis as much their work as itis ours.’’ 

**How are your Quarantine arrangements?’’ 


‘*Arrangements have @gen made at Quaran- 
tine for thirty or forty people and the 
capacity of the place could be, of course, in- 
creased indefinitely by erecting tents.’’ 

THINKING OF ECONOMY. 

The Street Vepartment officials look on the 
Street and alley cleaning asa mere incildent 
Of their work and they are not going about it 
with much energy for fear it will cost too 
much, Street Supt. John L. Duffy said to- 

ay: 

‘*Weare not giving as much attention to 
the paved alleys as we wouldif he had more 
money.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS. 


Dr. Thomas O’Reiliy Writes on the Sub- 
ject of Cholera for the ‘‘Post-Dispateh.”’ 


The foliowing paper,written by Dr. Thomas 
O’Reilly of this city for. the Post-DisPatTcu, 
presents views on the subject of cholera 
which differ very materially from’ those of 
Other physicians heretofore presented in 
these columns. The people are intensely 
interested and this presentation of views 
will serve to spread useful information 
among the people. 

The columns of the Post- DispatcH are open 
toall repytable physicians to present their 
views, 

Dr. O’Rellly, who has had unnsual oppor- 
tunities to study the nature of cholera, writes 
as follows: 

The dangerous annoyances and privations 
to which the many passengers from Europe 
have been subjected by the quarantine regu- 
lations of the port of New York for the last 
two weeks must excite the curiosity if not the 
anxiety of their many friends throughout the 
United States, 

Fo inquire therefore how far these restric- 
tions on the freed@m of our people and the 
commerce of our country may conduce to 
the public good ts the purport of this article. 
The advocates of quarantine contend that 
epidemic diseases ate propagated by infec- 
tion conveyed in the personal effects or the 
commodities of commerce and by adopting a 
system of exclusion the invasion may be pre- 
vented or stamped out. 

If this hypothesis be correct their practice 
is correct; but the experience of all ob- 
servers who have watched the spread of an 
epidemic disease has convinced them that no 
human barriers can oppose it, It has been 
found to depend on some general atmos- 
pheric change, which increases the recep- 
tivity of the population tothat peculiar epi- 
demic, and ag we can not control the atmos- 
phere we’ can not curtail the spread of the 
disease; therefore, more practical good will 
come to us by adopting those sanitary meas- 
ures which have been found so effectual in 
lessening the susceptibility to catch the dls- 
ease. These are to conform as closely as 
possible to these regular habits of life which 
give us the greatest comfort; to abstain from 
all excesses; toenjoy in moderation a mixed 
diet, and to practice the utmost cleanliness 
about our houses and our persons. 

The suddenness with which an epidemic 
attacks an entire community, irrespective of 
locality, and its equally sudden cessation, 
are strong presumptive evidence of its at- 
mospheric origin. Again, there are direct 
evidence ofepidemic attacks which cannot be 
accounted for inany other way. Take, for. 
instance, the following cases: In September, 
1780, long *before the existence of the tele- 
“raph or steamer, the British East 
Indiaman, Atlas, sailed from \ialacca for 
Canton. She had 450 mariners and seamen 
on board, ail of whom were in excellent 
health, and there was no sickness in the port 
she left. Whenten days at sea, and fully 
1,100 miles from land, an epidemic of infiu- 
enza prostrate’ more than one-half the men 
on board. When they arrived in Canton they 
found this dlsease prevailing in epidemic 
from. 

Dr. Alonzo Clark, in his history of the 
cholera epidemic of 1849, which spread over 
the Unite} States, gives an account of two 
ships salling from Havre, France. One left 
on Oet. 31, 1848, and the other on Noy. 9, 1848. 
The latter ship, 
the City of New York, and the other, the 
Sevanton, was bound for New Orieans. No 
cholera existed in Hiavre when they sailed, 
and they had clear bills of health; butcholera 
appeared on the New York when she was 
sixteen days at sea and on the Sevanton 
When she was twenty-seven days out, and 
separated from the New York fully one thou- 
sani miles. Both of these sigps had cholera 
on board when they reached thelr respective 
destinations. 

A few months after this I was medical 
officer on the sh!p Sheridan, which sailed 
from Liverpool, Enuland, with 700 emigrants 
and a crew of thirty officers and seamen. 
Atter being elevon days at sea cholera made 
its appearance, first among the erew, six of 
whom died in lessthantwelve hours. The 
captain was panic strieken, as he feared we 
would be left without any seamen to man 
the vessel, but fortunately no other mem- 
bers of the crew were attacked during the 
remainder of the voyage. Tie epidemic, 
however, entered the steerave, andin less 
than ten days 180 of the emigrants were 
stricken with it, of whom twenty-four died. 
When we entered the guif stream all disease 
vanished from the ship us suddenly as it had 
broken out, and we entered the harbor of 
New York as tree from (disease as when we 
left Liverpool, and we were not quarantined. 

At the time of Du Clark had written 
his lectures on the spread of cholera in the 
United States, the comma bacillag had not 
heen detected by the researches of Koch, 
who presuines it to be thejpropagating germ. 
But the discovery-of this microbe, whether 
itis the cause or consequences of cholera, 
does not inany way invalidate the theor 
of the influence of the atmophere in spread- 
ingthe disease, for according to the best 
autborities tue incubation period of cholera 
is from one to fliteen days,the average be- 
ing putdown at from twoto five. In the 
case of the sulp scranton twenty-seven 
days had assed since she sailed from 
Havre,;a healthy port, before a case c 
cholera manifested itself, andinthe case o 
the New York, sixteen days had passed. 
Cholera appeared on the ship Sheridan on 
the eleventh day within the extreme 
limit of incubation, and she sailed from Liv- 
erpool, where sporadic cases of cholera ex- 
isted, yet so sudden and yiolent was its out- 
break and equally su‘iden its cessation, with- 
out any other cause than atmospheric influ- 
ences, that I think for the reasons given 
before we are justified in so framing our 
quarantine regulations that they will curtail 
the liberties of the travelerand restriet our 
commerce.

1832 and except In the 
first, when too young, have been actively en- 
gaxed in its treatment, and [ fully agree 
with the practical definitioa of cholega, given 
in the British Medical Journal of Sept. ye 1892, 
which says ‘‘Asiatic cholera ig a filth dis-“ 
ease which is carried by dirty people to dirty 

laces.’’ I would go further and say that It 

s ‘*wooed and won’’ by dissipationand de- 
bauchery.

The coming of the ves- 
sel is anxiously awalted, as she will provea 
novelty in port outside of her scientific 
treasures. The Kite, which knocked off a 
piece of her shoe on a shoal in McCormick 
Bay, has been pronounced Dy a diver per- 
fectly seaworthy. 
Dispatches from St.. Johns say that great 
rejoicing was manifested there over the suc- 
cessful issue of the Greenland expedition. 
The return of a white woman, unharmed and 


unscathed, from the icy North, when it was 


generally feared that she would: never again 
emerge fiom her winter abode among the 
Esquimaux, bas drawn special attention to 
the arriving parties and given to thema 
prominence singularly striking in the midst 
of the desolation and ruin which everywhere 
mark Newfoundland’s most important town, 

Mrs. Peary has been the target of hundreds 
of hungry eyes and the recipient of congrat- 
ulations from all sides. Lieut, Peary’s re- 
markable record, and the dramatic incident 
of the meeting on theinland ice with Prof, 
Heilprin’s relief party, excite general inter- 
est, while congratulations flow_ freely to 
Capt. Pike, the hero of four Arctic expedi- 
tions, and the members of his grew upon the 
successful voyage of his favorite boat, the 
Kite. 

Capt. Pike commanded the Proteus in 1881 
when the Greely party were conveyea to 
Lady Franklin Bay, andagain in 1883, when 
the same vessel conveying the relief expedi- 
tion under the command of Lieut. Garlington 
was crushed in the ice off Cape Sabine. The 
combined expeditions of the Academy of 
Natural Sciences of Philadelphia selected 
him as their navigator in 1891 when the steam 
whaler Kite was chartered to convey the 
Peary-Hellprin parties to the north, and 
again inthe present year he was chosen to 
pliot the relief expedition which has just re- 
turned from its successful search. 

The Kite left St. Johns on Its northern 
course on theéth of July last, and brings 
with ita brillant recordof two successive 
passages of Melville Bay. It arrived at Disco 
on the l4th, where a two days’ stoppage was 
made. All facilities forthe expedition were 
afforded by the local officials, who also fur- 
nished an efficient Esquinmau interpreter. 
Upernavik was reached on the 17th, and here 
again all official courtesy was extended to 
the party. 

The Duck Islands were passed on the 19th, 
and on the following day the entry into 
Melyille Bay began. But little Ice was at 
first encountered, but on the second day the 
Kite threw her nose into a large drifting floe 
the boundaries of which were concealed by 
a heavy fog whose denseness caused a delay 
of nearly an entire day. With the lifting of 
the fog the ice was rounded and on the fol- 
iowing day, early in the morning of July 22, 
the ship hove up under tne brow of the Cape 
York cilffs. 

A trip eastward of six miles was made for 

the purpose of Visiting the main settlement 
of the Arctic highlanders or Esquimaux of 
the north shore of Melville Bay, with the 
view of obtaining possibie Information from 
the natives regarding the fate of the Peary 
party. From information and drawings made 
oy one of the tribe, who had during the win- 
ter visited the leary quarters, it was learned 
thatat last accounts the party had not yet 
left Mirrormack Bay, orat any rate had not 
been seen off Cape York. 
After a few hours’ delay, in part necessi- 
tat by the fog, the Kite pushed into the 
north water, where no floe or ck ice was 
encountered, Passing Conical Bock at mid- 
night the exnedition steamed to W astenholm 
ininna. on the western spur of which it had 
been arranged that records should be left by 
Lient. Peary in the event ofa forced early re- 
treat, but no cairn was observed, 

An advice of the prospective relief expeal- 
tion was dispatched by Prof. Helprin on & 
whaler in the early part of May, and the cask 
containing the record, which s placed in 
position by Capt. Ptilllips of the whaler Es- 
quimaux, was easily discernible through Its 
signal staff. The record had remained undis- 
turbed., 

Shortly afterS a.m. of the 23d the Kite 
shaped her course to Whale Sounds ana.early 
in the evening of the same day de the pas- 
sage of Northumberiand Strait and Herbert

at last been broken up. Deputy Marshal

Williams of the Paris Coprt, with a posse, 
captured Bob Dalton, Henry Dalton, Grant 
Dalton, Sam Wingo and Three-Finger Jack 
near Kl Paso, Tex, When the officers ran 
upon the bandits a fight ensued,in which two 
of the latter were killed and Marshal Will- 
jams had three of his fingers shotoff. The 
bandits will be taken to Ft. Smith, Ark., for 
trial. Besides being wanted in that State for 
robbing the M., K. &T.trainon July 14, re- 

ards aggregating $11,000 are offered for 
their arrestin California, besides $5,000 of- 
fered by the railroad company for the arrest 
and conviction of each of the robbers. 

In giving the history of the Dalton gang it 
must be remembered that two of the 
brothers, the older members of the notorious 
family—Bill and ‘‘Grat’’—are doing timein 
the San Quentin prison of Calfornia for the 
Modesto train robbery. But Bob, Jim and 
Ed, whowere also inthat affair, escaped 
and made their way tothe old stamping 
ground of the gang, the Indian Territory, 
where they have since robbeda number of 
trains. Their last exploit was the holding 
upof Missouri, Kansas &-Texas passenger 
train No. 2, north-bound, at Adair, Friday 
Hight, July 14, after overpowering a posse 
of officers who were on the train for the pur- 
pose of guardingit. It was reported that 
$75,000 was stolen from the safe of the Pacific 
Express Co. 

Bob Dalton is 24 years old, but Jooks older. 
He is 6feetl inch highand has broad shoul~ 
ders, andis weil built but rather slender. 
Hiis coraplexion is light, butis browned by 
thesun. He has gray eyes, and his noseis 
large and rather sharp. His neck is long and 
rather thin, and his ears are large. His fing- 
ers are remarkably long. He is always cool 
and never rash or impetuous. His weight is 
about 180 pounds, 

Jim Daiton is but 22 years of age. His face 
is thinner than his brother’s, and he usually 
dresses better than Bob, His nose is long, 
but not sosharply cut as Bob’s, He weighs 
i50 pounds, Jim isa hasty, dare-devil sort of 
a fellow, and does not know the meaning of 
fear. Itis supposed that these two Daltons 
and the two in California have made nine suc- 
cesstul train robberies in the West and South- 
west in the past eight years. 

The Daltonsifirst saw the lightq@in Kansas, 
Their mother, who isa sister of Cole Younger, 
one of the James Gang, !s now living at Cof- 
feyville, Kan. 

One reason why they have so long evaded 
capture is the fact that they have made their 
rendezvous in the Indian ‘Territory. The 
Cherokee strip has no people uponit at all, 
andthe Creek Nation country Is inhabited 
only by the Indians, who never gave the 
robbers away, and who, in return fora horse 
or two occasionally, will furnish shelter and 
provisions. Im the Creek country, which is 
200 miles long and sixty miles wide, there 
is dense timber in which any number 
of men may hide themselves without fear of 
detection, The Dalton gang traveled with 
pack horses loaded with provisions, and as 
the men knew the country like a book they 
were in little danger after they leit the 
prairie. It waseasy enough to track them 
through the tall prairie grass, but when they 
reached the timber country, with its deep 
ravines,it was impossib'e to follow them suc- 
éessfully. About $20,000is now out for the 
heads of the Dalton outfit. This includes re- 
wards for various crimes, for these men hes!- 
tate at nothing from horse thieving to mur- 
der. 

Up to a few years ago the Daltons had con- 
fined their rascality to stealing cattie and 
driving them through the ‘‘public lands’’ 
into New Mexico and selling them along tie 
route. Then when they got ready to return 
to the ‘Territory they would steal a 
bunch of cattie in New Mexico and bring 
them home to sell, always returning by a 
different route. It did no good to tndict 
them. Their friends dominated the local 
courts, and even if they were brought to 
trial they got off scotfree. Honest cattle- 
men of the Territory finally grew so exasper- 
ated at their thievery thatthey organized to 

4d the counti® of the Daltons, and waged 
bitter waruponthem. It was then that the 

poriorss guit their old prac- 
tices and turned their attention to train rob- 
bery.

Sad Story of a Family From st. James, 
Mo. 


The attention of the Police Department was 
called yesterday tothe deplorable condition 
ofa womanandthree children occupyinga 
new, one-story, half-finished house at 2018 
Hereford street in the vicinity of Chelten- 
ham. Officer Dorsey was detailed to Investi- 
gate the case and he did so, finaing the fam- 
ily very poorly protected from the cold and 
with no food except some dry bread which 
the children were ravenously devouring, The 
officer procured some additional food and 


bed clothing from the neighbors for them 
and madethem as comfortable as he could 
under the circumstances for the night, and 
early this morning ne took themin a patrol 
wagonto the Union Depot -and sent them 
back to St. James, Mo., whence they had 
been shipped tost. Louis by the woinan’s 
husband. ‘‘Hesentus tothe city two weeks 
ago last Saturday,’’ said the woman in telil- 
ing her story toa Post-DasrepatcH reporter at 
the Union Depot. ‘‘Who Its my husband?’’ 
Why, his name is Harrison Asher. Heilsa 
farmer living about ten miles from S&8t, 
James. Yes, he owns the place. There is 200 
acres tut thecattie got in and ate every- 
thing up and hesent me with threeof the 
children to the city.

Mrs. Asher seemed to think that she could 
be of a good deal of service to any famiy 
that would employ her, notwithstanding her 
incumbrances in the way of a baby 18 months 
old and a little boy only 8 years of age. The 
third child, a girlof 12 years, was expeeted 
to earnler own living. This girl Is rather 
tall for her age and very pretty. Her mother 
Statedand she herself contitmed the state- 
ment that a young man named Lee Miner 
accompanied them here from st. 
James and proposed when they reached 
Cheltenham that he and the gl 
shouldleave Mrs. Asher and the younyer 
children there and come on tothecity. He 
would take care ofthe girl, he said, ®ut she 
refused to gzowith him. Heleft without her, 
and that wasthe last they sawofhim, The 
girl sail this morning that he wanted her ta 
liye with him as his wife, but without marry- 
ingher. The mother knew nothing ofthis, 
however, until Miner had left. He was a 
tall, light-haired young man, they said, and 
claimed to be a painter and to liveinst.

A large part of this indebtedness 
was created by issuing bondsto Duiid railroads that 
were never.buil*. I[In.additionto this municipal in- 
debtedness and county indebtedness was enormons. 
liy earnest effort the state was redeemed by the 
Democratic party in 1874 and theeraof carpet-bag 
misruie—of plunder—came to an end. What has 
veen the result? Alabama, fourteen years later, 
under the Governinent of her own peopie has re- 
duced her enormous doubt more than one-half, and 
the taxable property in the State has increased 
neariy oue hundred millions of dollars. 

In North Carolina, under the reconstruction policy 
of the Republicau party, carpet-bag rule was, in 
1868, subgtituteJ tor the Government of the State by 
its own § peopie From the monntains io the 
sea the State was in the clutches of the 
plunderers.

GOV. BOIES SETS FORTH THE DOCTRINE OF TAR- 
IFF REFORM. 


CARROLL, Io., Sept. 15.—Gov. Hor- 
ace Boies, whose presidential chances were 
temporarily postponed at the Chicago Con- 
vention,opened the nationalcaimpaignin Iowa 
to-day in the most vigorous fashion for 
Cleveland and Stevenson. The Governor 
hadanimmense audience and his appear- 
ance on the speaker’s stand was the signal 
for a remarkable outburs} of cheering. 

Gov. Botes said he fully concurred with 
Senator Allison tn the assertion that the peo- 
ple of Iowa are on the threshoid of a most 
important political campaign. 

The most important question at issue is the mo- 
mentous proposition of whether or not the general 
Governinent can legally and rightfully taxa resi- 
dent of lowa engaged in any one of her industries to 
proétectand thereby enrich some other person en- 
gaged in a different line of business in another State. 
No language can magnify the importance of this 
proposition. 

If such a power exists under our constitution then 
a bare majority, deriving its streugth from sectional 
lovalities or otherwise, may through ‘the aid of the 
power to levy and collect taxes iiteraily appropriate 
the earnings of a minority, howerer respectabie or 
however remote. Morethan a«quarterof a century 
ago necessity alone compelled the levy by this Govy- 
ermentof anenormofis revenue tariffupon almost 
every article of necessity produced in this country 
and consumed by our people. Some of these have 
been placed upon the free list. Others have beer 
retained aud in some instances the war tariff has 
becn increased. The necessity which caused the 
levy ofthistariff has passed away. Since the war 
closed we have had five Republican adminis- 
trations and one Democratic. The latier terminated 
three and a half years ago. It came into power with 
the wartariffinforce. It was powerless to change 
it, for one branch of Congress was Kepublicar. It 
could do nothing less than receive intothe Treasury 
of the na ion the money which this tariff took from 
the people, 

W har was the result? 

A Treasury gorged by these laws until at the end 
of that administration on the 4th of March, 1889, it 
contained $83,000,00U in excess of every inmatured 
obligation ofthe Government, and this was being 
increased at the rate of nearly $100,000,000 of: sur- 
plusannually. This was thecondition of the Treas- 
ury when a Democratic Administration turned it 
over toa Republican successor. 

Where is that surplus now? 

To answer in the wildest language I canuselI will 
say. dissipated. 

Why was it dissipated ? 

Because it steod in the way of a protective tariff. 
The twe could not exist together. One or the other 
must disappear 

But our friends say this protective tariff is made 
for the benefit ofthe laboring men. All that the tax 
isintended to do is to equalize the difference be- 
tween the wages of American workmen and the pau- 
per labor of *urope. When it was under consider- 
ation it was not the laboring men who appeared! at 
the capital of this nation and asked to have it passed. 
Hundreds, if notthousands of manufacturers, with 
the ablest attorneys they could employ, did so ap- 

ear. I has now been in force for two whole years. 
dasitallayed the struggie or lessened the contest 
between capital and labor? Let Homestead answer 
firet, and then let us examine a broader field. 

But there isa class, our Kepublican friends tell 
us, thatcan always be depeu‘ied upon to uphold 
the great American system of proteciion. Itis the 
farmers of the country. Now thisincludes myself 
and I wantto know why we should uphold that 
system. Theytelius inthe first place itwe will 
wait long enough it will give us a home market for 
all the produce of our farins and save the expense 
of sending any part of ittoa foreign market. How 
long wili this take? weask. ‘They Go not tell us this 
and so we must reason for ourselves. If;we consuit 
Statistics we find that three-fourths of all our ex- 
ports comes trom the farms ofthe nation. That in 
a singie year we have sent abroad in round numbers 
$800,000,000 worth of these products. 

Ata glance we can see thatif weare to wait until 
conditious sochangeinthis country as; to provide a 
home market forall the products of our farms not 
one of us will be here to enjoy the change. 

In the spring of 1891 the farmers of Iowa sold their 
oats of the crop of ’90for50 centsa bushel. Inthe 
spring of ‘Y2they sold equally gooc grain of the 
crop of ’91 for one-half that money. What did the 
McKinley bill havetodo with these prices? This 
and nothing more—It kept out of our markets some of 
the products of labor in other countries. Nations are 
like individuals. They trade with those who trade 
withthem. For five years, from 1885 to 1959, finclu- 
sive, it had cost $8 andafew cents peracre to raise 
and market corn in Iowa, the 
farmer was paid for his labor the 
usual wages of like workmen in other lines of 
business. Taking the Dest statistics attainable as to 
the average yield ofthe corn crop throughout the 
State during the same years and the average price 
pas for the same in our local markets soon after 
iarvest, it was found that the crop bad sold for $7.33 
an acre, or 67 cents less than it had cost to produve 
it. saying nothing about the use of the land on 
which 16 was grown. 

l used these figures in an address delivered in New 
York, at a banquet given by the Tariff Reform 
League, in the winter of 1890-91, Not 
one of them was my own, estimate 
of the cost of producing was based 
solely upon the opinion of ractical farm- 
ers in our own State, and the yield per acre and 
market price were taken from the most reliable 
statistics attainable. They presented, however, a 
most startling fact. They demonstrated a truth of 
which the farmers themselves had been ignorant, 
for they showed them that during those years they 
had been producing the most important crop raised 
on their farms at a heavy loss iftheir labor was cal- 
culated at the price others received for similar work 
in other lines of business, 

After a brief reference to the danger of the 
enactment ofa force billincase the Repub- 
lican party should be placed in power, Gov.

Gen. Clarkson announced that’: committees 
Wereto beappointed on credentials, order 
of business, resolutions, league work, time 
and place of the next convention, 

The roll of States and Territories was called 
and the cihairmen of delegations named the 
members of the Committee on Credentials. 
The convention then adjourned until 2 p. m,. 

After the applause on reassembling 
had subsidea President Clarkson began the 
delivery of his annualaddress. He said in 
substance: 


inthe way of anannual address, I shall speak en- 
tirely of the League,its g@rigin, its scope of work 
and its future. lt sprangintO existence from a pop- 
ular demand and national necessity. The organiza- 
tion ofthe National League in Chickering Hal! in 
the autumn of 15837 made possiblethe election of s 
Kepublican r’residentin 158s. In the changed con- 
ditionsot American po itics, with political parties 
becoming more closely matched in strength, and es- 
pecially withthe change from sentimental to econ- 
omic issues, each party became convinged thata 
closer, more detailed and more ontinuous 
pian of organization had become necessary. 
The Republican party saw the new condition of 
things tirst and moved forward to meet it, and 
thereby saved the presidentiai election of 1888. 

thatit was rightin its conclusion and action has 
been proved since, both by ite own success and by 
the fact that the Democratic party which at first de- 
riied the league or clab plan, has since the action of 
the Republican party imitated the better method 
enud adoptedaciub plan of organization of its own, 

In anaiyzing this new situationin American poli- 
tice itis only necessary to callattention to the fact 
that eyory language and idiomand jargon spoken 
anywhere on the face of the globe is now represented 
in America, and they haveto be reached in their 
own languages toinfiluence their votes in politics, 
so that it has become, in the changed con- 
dition in the United States, not only a work of 
constant education of the individual voter, but itin- 
volves, either through the newspapers or through 
some form of literature the empioyment of every 
language spoken to make known to 
every home in America the s-rength 
and food intentions of the policies 
aud purposes of the Kepublican party. Not only 
is there the enormous subdivision of languages, but 
in transferring our politics from heroic or senti- 
mental to economic issues, thereis left to be made 
by each party acampaign of education and recruit- 
ment for every business in the State and every class 
of workingmen and lseborers, all economic issues 
touching every home, either to increase its com- 

orts or decreasethem. ‘ibusit is true to-day that 
the father has cume tobe simply the trustee of the 
vote of his family. The woman has appeared in 
American politics and the home has become the 
anit of American poiitics. 

The League presents and comprenends the fact 
that in the uneducated foreign vote in this country, 
in the illiterate vote of native and foreign born alike 
are to be found the greatest fearof Repuhlican de- 
feat and the greatest peril tothe Kepublic itself. I 
am not of those who iiave fearof any good man or 
good woman whocomes tothe United States for the 
honest purpose ofiinding an honest hore. Who- 
ever comes with such good intention should be made 
welcome. Ido believe, however, that anyand all 
elements which come to us in foreign tongues should 
be more speedily educated in our lanzsuage and 
made more thoroughiy acquainted with our institu- 
tions than is now done. Il believe beyond this that 
all vicious or pauper immigration should not be 
welcomed nor allowed to enter in legitinate com- 
petition with our honest working people, but 
should be absolutely forbidden. 

The National League, inits sense of courage and 
duty, feels notimidity in dealing with and boldly 
discussing every phase of American politics and 
every form of American life. The negro is already 
in politics and there to stay. What is called the 
‘*negro probiem’’ is nu longer a Southern or a sec- 
tional question. It will be alarger question to-mor- 
row than itis to-day. It is folly, therefore,in the 
present and inexcusable cowardice as to the future, 
tuignorethe gravity of this subject. There is no 
sentimentinthe North which would put ignorant 
men in control of public affairs, Northor South, 
but never so long as the Republican party 
remembers Abraham Lincoln and its own origin and 
destiny, can it give its consent to the enormous doc- 
trine thatany man may be disfranchised in this 
Republic because he ts a Republican, or because he 
is black. Iftheson of Frederick Douglass may be 
disfranchised to-day, my son may be disfranchised 
to-morrow, 

The rising question of the time inmy judgment, 
the oneon which the next national campaign is 
surely to be fought, is the labor question. By that 
time the McKinley bill will have fully demonstrated 
the wisdom ofthe American ‘ewer ana will have 
gained the approval oO 4 majority of 
the American homes as the permanent 

olicy oi tuis Republic. Next November the work- 
nemen and farmers and business menand al! ele- 
ments will join in striking down the declaration of 
the Democratic platform of 1892 in favor of free 
trade asthe American rule and free trade wages for 
the American workingman. The same good ele- 
ments, lam sure, wiliaso strikedown with equal 
emphasis of disapproval she Democratic declaration 
in favor of destroying our presentsystem of currency 
and finance for areturns to the wretched and dis- 
astrous form of State banks and unsound currency. 
After the vindication in November next of 
these great American ideas and the reaffirmation of 
a fearless and liberal Americanism, I am confident 
the Republican party, which has already done more 
forthe workingman than any party orany nation 
has ever before done for the working people, will 
take up the labor question more in detail, and, by 
such study and investigation of it through league 
clubsand other forms of discussion, will reach by 
1896 some method of tranquilizing entireiy the 
questions oflabor. Formy own part I believe the 
settiement of ali labor troubles will come by the 
adoption of systems of profit sharing and co-opera- 
tion and some equitable form of arbitration. 

Iieave to others the discussion of the general 
questions of the campaign.

Gambling Losses Drove Miss Armstrong 
to Suicide. 

Lonpox, Sept. 15.—Particulars have been 
received of the suicide of Miss Jane Arm- 
strong of New York after she lost a fortune 
at Monte Carlo. Miss Armstrong was an 
orphan 26 years old. She satled from New 
York early in August and after having visited 
friendsin Trieste went to Ventimilia, about 
twenty miles ffom Nice. Here she first went 
to the Casino at Monte Carloon Sept. 3. She 
played insanely the first day and won 1,000 
francs onthe ‘‘TIwenty-four.’’ She was so 
possessed of the desire totry her luck again 
that she stopperl with acquaintances 
over night at a hotel nearby 
that she might begin. playing 
soon as possible on the following day. As on 
the first day the ‘‘twenty-four’’ won six 
times in succession. Miss Armstrong con- 
tinued to play it and lost heavily. She re- 
mained atthe table from midday to mid- 
night and quit it $20,000 loser. On the thira 
day she recovered what she had lost, and left 
the casino, saying that she was ill and would 
never play the gume again. She returned, 
however, and began betting against the 
‘‘twenty-four.’’ She lost steadily, her for- 
tune of $250,000 soon being gone. As the 
croupier took in her last coin she rose and 
left the casino. To an acquaintance 
who met her at the dvor and 
remarked “her paleness, she said 
she had lost all, and was going to friends in 
Trieste, who would see that she got back to 
the United States. She did not goto Irieste, 
however, but shot herself in a room ina 
villa at Ventimiia. The usual effort was 
madeat Monte arlotosuppress the news, 
and the report was sent out that the Miss 
Armstrong who had killed herself was an 
elderly lady who had left Monte Carlo for 
Trieste some days before and committed 
suicide there. Two men, said to be English- 
men, who had lost all their money at the 
Casino, sprang intotne seaon the night of 
Miss Armstrong’s suicide.

CHICAGO OPERATORS INVEST $110,000 IN 
THE 8T. LOUIs SUBURBS. 


The Deal Closed Witha Profit of $45,000 
— Property at the Northeast Corner 
of Seventh and Pine Sold for 
$100,000. 


A party of Chicago real estate operators 
and builders who have done a large business 
in that city during the past three years, but 
who have been looking fora more profitable 
fiela to work inthanit has proven fora year 
past, have consummated the purchaseof a 
frontage of 11,000 feet of St. Louis suburban 
property for $110,000. They are going to work 
immeatiately to build it up with first-class 
dwellings adapted to the requirements of the 
locality. 

This ts one of the largest sales of suburbar 
property to non-resident parties ever con- 
summated, and the fact that the purchasers 
are experienced real estate operators in Chi 
cago may be taken as pretty good evidence 
of the superiority of St. Louis’ real estate 
market over that of the World’s Fair city 
from a money-making standpoint, 

The transaction was consummated by J. E. 
Truitt, who has been in Chicago during the 
past month negotiating the deal In the inter- 
estof the Mathews-sSharp Real Estate Co. 
Last week Mr. Truitt had the buyersin this 
city whena critical examination of the prop- 
erty was madeand cenferences had regard- 
ing its value and possibie development with 
various representative firms. 

Returning to Chicago, Mr. Truitt closed 
the deal, one-balf the money having been 
paid incash. This morning he arrived home 
from the conquest. The buyers are Alfred 
Borgensson, Loren A. Barnes and George 
Beyer. 

The land they bought at $10a front foot 
comprises fifty-two acres of what used to be 
apartofthe Marshall farm, northwest of 
Webster Park, and atthe farthest about six 
blocks remote from the Webster Groves 
station the Missouri! . Pacific Railway, 
about miles west «pf the 
city. This property used .to be 
known as Fairview Helghts, it having 
been purchased from the Marshalls by E. L. 
Dosenbach, Henri Chomeau and others, who 
constituted the Fairview Heights Realty Co, 
Last Decemberthe tract was bought from 
that corporation by the Mathews Realty Co. 
for $65,000 for J. J. Little. He organized 
the Pacific Real Estate & Building Co., to 
whom tne property was conveyed t 
him at the same price, 
stockholders were WW. re 
Selma Watson, J. J. Little, Clinton W. Wat- 
son and J. E. Truitt. These stockholders 
subdivided and platted the ground, but have 
done nothing toward tmprovingit. It is said 
to be a handsome plot of land that requires 
no grading more than necessary to round up 
the streets in orderto perfect the whole of it 
for building spurposes, This transaction 
shows a profit of $45,000 tothe grantors since 
last January when the Pacific Reality & Bulid- 
ing Co, was instituted, 

SOLD A CORNER FOR $100,000. 

The northeast corner of Seventh and Pine 
streets was sold ta-day for $100,000. This 
property has a frontage of 42 feet by a depth 
of 58 and has an old four-story buliding upon 
it producing a big rental from the saloon, 
shop-keepers and tenants on the upper 
floors. Five years ago it belonged to the 
Waugh sros. of Belleville, who sold 
it to Judge Thomas fT. Gantt, deceased, 
for something near $60,000, Judge 
Gantt’s niece, now in Europe, inherited the 
property from him and it was for her that 
the premises have been sold by her agents, 
Baggott & Haley, to Ben Von Puul. Mr. Von 
Phul says he did not buy the property for 
himself, but for a young local real estate 
operator who persists in having his identity 
concealed until the deed to the property to 
him ts filed for record. What*the intentions 
are for developing this valuable corner 
could not be learned, It isafact, however, 
that secret negotiations have been going on 
fora long time to get possession Of a good 
dealof property on that block. The talk has 
been that the property was wanted by the 
Missippi Vailey Trust Co., whoown the south- 
east corner of Seventh and Olive, the object 
being to secure more ground upon whicu to 
construct a very large building to cover the 
west half of that city square. In this Ccon- 
nection, and forthe object Indicated, there 
has been a good deal said about removing 
the flre engine house to some other locality 
andto that end city legislation bas been 
attempted on more than one occasion.

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Paris, Aug. 2.—Another one ofthe young 
future sovereigns of Europe has decided to 
take unto himselfa wife. To be sure, the 
kingdom over which he will be called upon to 
reign Is hot a very big one, being simply that 
of Wurtemburg. The bridegroom-elect is the 
young Duke Albert, son of Duke Alexander, 
second cousin to the late King, and of Marta 
Theresa, Archduchess of Austria. He is not 
quite 27 years of age. His betrothed, the 
Archduchess Margaret Sophie of Austria, Is 
just 22. She isthe daughter of the younger 
brother of the Emperor of Austria, the Arci- 
duke Charles Louis, who !s the heir appareyt 
to the Austrian throne;so the young gentle- 
man may be considered as makinga very 
brillant match. The youthful pair are re- 
lated, but ina distant degree, so there can 
be no objection to their unionon the ground 
of consanguinity, 
drawbacks to the match similar to those that 
exist in the marriage of Prince Ferdinand 
of Roumania and the Princess. Mary 
of Edinburgh; thatisto say, neither prince 
is certain of succeeding tothe crown to which 
he is the recognized heir. So far as Prince 
Ferdinand ts concerned, there is always the 
possibility of the uveath of Queen Elizabeth of 
Roumania, and ofthe second marriage and 
probable offspring of the present King. The 
chanees against Duke Albert are even more 
periloys, In the first place King William of 
Wurtemburg is only 44, and his Queen, who 
is a second wife, is 28, so although she has so 
far remained childless it is by no means an 
im possibility that she may yet give to Wur- 
tem burg its long-desired heir in the direct 
line. Secondly the question of the bride- 
groom’s succession is complicated with the 
claims of two nearer relatives of the King, to 
say nothing of those ofhis own father. To

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only young prince existing in the family in 
the second generation withthe exception of 
his own younger brothers. 

The Archduchess Margaret is both pretty 

and accomplished, She is a fragile-looking 
bionde, with a slender, willowy figure, a 
delicate complexion and very expressive 
eyes. Shehas just recovered from a severe 
attack of typhoid fever, caught by going ona 
pilgrimage to Greves on the occasion of the 
solemn exhibition of the Holy Coat. As sheis 
extremely popular in Vienna, the churches, 
during her illness, were crowded with wor- 
shipers who came to pray for the recovery 
of the charming Princess. Like all the 
daughters of the Imperial House of Austria 
she is very highly educated, speaks fluently 
the principal languages of Modern Europe, 
paints in water colors ana performs brilliant- 
ly onthe piano. Also she is a talented ac- 
tress, her gifts in that line finding scope on 
the stage of the small private theater at- 
tached tothe Chateau of Wartholz, which is 
the summer residence of the family. e 
famous German actor, Sonnenthal has 
been called upon (frequently to ar- 
range and direct the performances at 
Wortholz, and he has been heard to declare 
thatthe Princess Margaret was the most 
gifted of the members of that high-born 
troupe, The line in which she excelled was 
that of the ingenues. 
In spite ofthese tastes and talents and 
these worldiy diversions, to say nothing of 
her approaching marriage, the young Arch- 
duchess is an abbess and a pertectly eauthen- 
tic one at that, her uncle, the Emperor, hav- 
ing conferred upon her the post of Superior 
of the Hradschin Convent of noble ladies at 
Prazue. These positions, which involve 
neither the pronouncing of the vows nor 
seclusion fromthe world, are always con- 
ferred by the reigning sovereigns of Catholic 
Germaby ani Austriaon their female rela- 
tives. The income of the Abbess of Hrad- 
schin Convent is very handscme, and the 
post is always filled by one ofthe princesses 
ofthe Imperial family. The present Queen 
Regent of Spain, for instance, was one of 
the Archduchess Margaret’s pred- 
ecessors, The Princess thus 
appointed makes a formal renunciation of 
her functions on the day that she decides to 
marry. The Princess Elvira of Bavaria, of 
whose marriage to the young Duke dq’ Aosta 
of Italy there was question at onetime, is the 
Abbess of the Convent of Ste, Anne at Wurz- 
bourg. 

It is strange that Duke Albert and 
his bride are both such ardent Catholics. 
For the national religion of Wurtemberg, 
and that of its kings as well, has always been 
Lutheran, and the accession tothe throne of 
a sovereign of a different faith will cause, 
without doubt, serious political complica- 
tions. However, the young bridegroom is 
said to be very sensible and intelligent, and 
as his education was completed at the Uni- 
versity of Stuttgardt, he has hada full op- 
portunity of becoming acquainted with the 
politicaland religious tendencies of his future 
subjects. Moreover, it ig probable that a 
good many years will pass over his 
head before he ascends the throne, g0 
that he will have sufficient time before 
him in which to study the duties and respon- 
sibilities attached to the post of ruler of 
Wurtemburg. The young couple will take 
up their residenee at Stuttgardt immediately 
after the wedding. The match was brought 
about by the efforts and influence of Duke 
Albert’s mother, the Archduchess Maria 
Theresa, whohas always been warmly at- 
tached to her young kinswoman., She acted as 
chaperone of the Princess on the occasion of 
that pilgrimage to Greece which came near 
having such tragic consequences. 


The recent dispersion at auction of several 
of the noted art collections of London has re- 
called reminiscences ofacurious Incident in 
the family of the owner of one of the choicest 
and most extensive of these gollections. The 
story was related to me the other day by a 
prominent English journalist, now ona visit 
to Paris, anditruns as follows: ‘*The art 
collectorin question, who was naturally a 
man of great wealth, hada maiden sister, a 
lady considerably past middle age, who re. 
sided with him and who was a 
chronic invalid. Owing to her 
many infirmities she relied greatly on the 
ministrations of her confidential maid, who 
was ratheracompanion and secretary than 
alady’s maid, The elderly woman who Had 
filled that post for years died suddenly one 
day and amongst the many candidates for 
the position Miss X—— chose one whose ref.

Member of Parliament from Folkestone. The 
bride is 88 andthe oridegroom is 73, To We 
sure the lady is possessed of a fortune of 
$1,500,000 in her own right, but the gentle- 
man, being ene of the great railway mag- 
nates of England, ts also very wealthy, and 
SO the match forms one of the most perplex- 
ingof matrimonial pugzles, Moreover, the 
lady js not even comely with the apple- 
cheeked, silver-haired picturesqueness of 
pretty old age, but is a -hard featured old 
woman, looking her years fully, and given to 


-cCOllapsing into sentle feebleness whenever 


she undertakes to be present atiajpublic 
banquet or any other grand function. It isa 
Strange marriage, and one that scarcely 
seems compatible with the severe rules of 
British conventionaty respecting matri- 
mony. 

Folkestone itselfis one of the prottiest of 
the EngHsh seaside resorts. Its beauty 1s 
not apparent to those travelers from the 
Continent who simply traverse the townin a 
railway carriage on their way Jrom Paris to 
London, Its great feature is its delightful 
promenade on the summit of the cliffs that 
borders the ocean, and which is known as 
the Lees, so-called from the old English 
word signifying meadows, for in former 
times the site was occupied by flelds, Now, 
with its asphated walks and stretches of 
turf, and its beautiful views of Shakspeare’s 
Cliff, at Dover, on one side and of Dungeness 
Point on the other, itis only excelled by the 
magnificence of Scarborough, But the 
**Queen of the North,’’ as its splendid rival 
is called, lies too far away to be available for 
a hurried boliday visit, elther from London 
or Paris. The Lees occupy the same posi- 
tion amongst the pléasure seekers of 
Folkestone as does Hyde Park to the London 
season. Everybody goes there to stroll up 
and down or to listen to the band, which plays 
for six hours daily, and to enjoy the 
invigorating rush of the strong sea breeze. 
It is a much handsomer town than tits rival 
across the channel—Boulogne-sur - Mer, 
though it has none of the stately. historic 
past of the French resort, whose sovereign 
Princes, the Counts of Boulogne, were the 
equals in power of the Dukesof Normandy at 
the time of the Conquest, and that gave a 
queen consort to England in the person of 
Matilda, the wife of King Stephen, But Bou- 
logne is shabby of aspect, and is, metaphor- 
ically speaking, pervaded by an atmosphere 
of fish, while Folkenstone is extremely ele- 
gant, being largely composed of stone- 
fronted Mansions too spacious and solid to 
be called villas, which form the summer 
homes of the wealthy Londoners that arrive 
here in throngs at the close of the season, Its 
one claim to historic distinction lies in the 
efforts made by its citizens to aid in re- 
pelling the Spanish armada, and one of its 
principal streets bearsthe name of Renderz- 
vouz street, from having been laid out over 
the site of the public square in which the in- 
habitants metto concert measures for de- 
fending thetr coast against the invader. 

But to returnto our Parisian ‘‘muttons’’ 
frgm our English wanderings, I must chroni- 
cle the very brilllantand largely attended 
reception given by our new Minister to Paris, 
the Hon, Jefferson Coolidge, in commemora- 
tion of the Fourthof July. It took place in 
the grand Dall-room of the Hotel Continen- 
tal, as the Minister’s new abode on the Ave- 
nue Marceau is not yetin order for receiving 
company. Oversix hundred persons called 
to pay thelrrespectstothe handsome and 
genial Ministerand his charming daughter, 
Mrs. Sears, who, on accountof the delicate 
health of Mrs, Coolidge, aids her father in his 
social duties, a function which by the way 
she performsina most admirable manner.

There is no country inthe world in which 
cycling has a more splendid future than in 
Russta, a correspondent to the Cyclist writes. 
The enormous territorial space, an almost 
totally fat country and a comparatively very 
small network of railroads are the three 
chief reasons which plainly show what a 
great future awaits here this new mode of 
traveling, so cheap, and yet sofast. Cycling 
as a sport has progressed in Russia ina most 
extraordinary way. This, of course, is not 
very wonderful, it being well known that 
Russians are only next tothe English in their 
enthusiasm forall kinds of sport. One can 
judge of the. growth of the cycle sport in Rus- 
sia from the following: For the last five 
years the number ofcycling societies has in- 
creased twelvefold. Atthe present time we 
have, in differenttowns, eighteen officially 
recognized cycling societies and a great 
many (about one hundred) small cycling cir- 
cles. ‘The most important of these societies 
are the Moscow Cycling Club, the Moscow 
Amateur Cycling Society, the Riga Cycling 
Club and the Kief Cycling Society.
